j ALTHOUGH HISTORY never repeats itself 
: event for event, it often serves u p some haunting 
[‘ parallels. The 
Fourteenth Amendment to the 
• federal Constitution and attendant civil rights 
j legislation furnish a current ' se in point. 
• Approval of the Fourteenth Amt. ment was 
: an example of congressional hindsight. The 
• Civil Rights Act of (April 9 ) 1866 had been 
: passed over the veto of President Andrew 
• J ohnson, who contended the law was uncon- 
: stitutional. To meet this objection, Congress 
undertook to amend the Constitution, 
v. The heart of the Fourteenth Amendment, which 
was submitted to the states on J une 16, 1866, 
i s the second sentence of Section I: “ No state 
shall make or enforce any law which shall 
abridge the privileges and immunities of citizens 
of the United States, nor shall any state deprive 
any person of life, liberty , or property without 
due process of law, nor deny to any person 
within its jurisdiction the equal protection of 
the laws.” 
Legislation based on the Fourteenth Amendment 
came soon after its ratification by the states. 
An enforcement act was passed on May 31,1870; 
another on Feb. 28, 1871; and still another, 
the so-called Ku Klux Act, on April 20, 1871. 
Finally , after five y ears of bitter debate in 
Congress, a more stringent Civil Rights Act 
was adopted on March 1, 1875. 
ALL OF THIS was to no avail. In a landmark 
decision handed down in 1883, the Supreme Court 
declared the 1875 civil rights law unconstitu­ 
tional. “ Individual invasion of individual rights 
(6 not the subject matter” of the Fourteenth 
Amendment, the Courts ruled. The amendment 
thus became a dead letter as far as protection 
of Negro rights was concerned. 
There matters stood until the 19 54 rupreme 
Court decision outlawing racially segregated 
public schools. Negro civil rights activity im­ 
mediately mounted on every front, sometimes 
meeting with violent opposition. Congress re­ 
sponded by passing civil*vights laws in 19 57, 
19 60, and 19 64 and the Voting Rights Act last 
y ear. 
Now, with y et another civil rights bill awaiting 
floor action in Congress, the century -old prom­ 
ise of the Fourteenth Amendment is clpse to 
^fulfillment. A second Reconstruction has been 
erected on the foundations of the first. 
THIS IS NOT TO SAY that the Fourteenth 
Amendment has outlived its usefulness. On the 
contrary , the vague but sweeping “ due process” 
and “ equal protection” clauses have supplied 
the r^ionale for countless Supreme Court de­ 
btor in behalf of individual liberties. 
The due process clause, 
in particular, has 
served as the vehicle for what J ustice Benjamin 
N. Cardozo called a “ prc~''°s of absorption.” 
This process has had the effect of apply ing 
provisions of the original Bill of Right<§* to state 
a s well as federal action. 
Since absorption tends to strengthen federal 
power and weaken that of the states, it has 
remained a most controversial concept within 
and outside the Supreme Cou.’ t. It no t*

will continue to be hotly debated. As the Four­ 
teenth Amendment enters its second century 
of existence, it 
can look forward to a future 
as turbulent as its past.

WE CAN PROFIT 
The Christmas floods which 
caused havoc in the Far West 
revealed that self-reliant cit­ 
izens who haven’t forgotten the 
pioneering tradition still live 
in remote areas. 
Red Cross field men used heli­ 
copters to conduct a thorough 
check of devastated regions. 
They found that victims of flood 
and storm who were totally cut 
off from the outside world were 
making the best of things and 
using their wits, muscles and 
own resources to meet the cri­ 
sis.

FEDERAL AID TO EDUCATION 
It cannot be denied that the 
American people have been gen­ 
erous in their support of edu­ 
cation. Last y ear, for instance, 
voters in more than 2,100 elec­ 
tions throughout the nation ap­ 
proved school bond issues total­ 
ing $2,306,000,000. This was a 
new record. 
So it certainly is highly ques­ 
tionable if a massive federal 
aid 
to education program is 
either needed or desirable.Be­ 
y ond the huge sums of money 
involved, federal financial sup­ 
port of the schools would in­ 
evitably mean ever-increasing 
federal controls. Local control 
of the schools would be under­ 
mined and in time might even 
be destroy ed. 
This is a fundamental matter. 
School policy has alway s re­ 
flected local needs and views. 
Local people certainly have a 
better knowledge of what is 
needed than a distant admin­ 
istrator. We should think a long 
time before deeply injecting the

Washington Merry - Go - Round 


WASHINGTON - For 
the 
first time since the late Sen. 
J oe McCarthy was censured 
12 y ears ago, the senate be­ 
gins closed - door hearings 
today (J une 20) on the conduct 
of one of its members. 
The investigation begins in 
an atmosphere of public dis­ 
trust of all members of con­ 
gress, which is unfortunate and 
unwarranted but is due in part 
to the alibis spread by Sen. 
Tom Dodd, D-Conn., and his 
staff that what Dodd did was 
no different from what other 
senators are doing. They im­ 
pute to other senators 
the 
pocketing of campaign funds, 
making speeches for a foreign 
agent, 
and helping 
manufac­ 
turers 
get 
government con­ 
tracts in return for monetary 
reward. 
In our opinion, and we have 
covered the senate for many 
y ears, this is not true. With 
two or three possible excep­ 
tions, senators are honest. 
Their fault lies in the self­ 
protection code of the senate 
club: "Thou shalt not criticize 
a member of the club.” 
Scores of senators live on 
their government salaries. We 
have been in their homes, seen 
Mrs. Gay lord Nelson, wife of 
the senator from Wisconsin, do 
her own cooking; have seen Mrs. 
George McGovern, wife of the 
senator from South Dakota, with 
her children wash the dishes. 
Sen. Paul Douglas of Illinois 
made a total of $4,458 last y ear 
in book roy alties and lecture 
fees. This was his sole out­ 
side income. Douglas’s bank 
account on May 5 was $2,9 12, 
his wife’s $1,9 50. 
In contrast, Sen. Dodd de­ 
posited in his personal bank 
account $55,000 from a testi­ 
monial dinner in 19 61 alone. 
And his aides explained that he 
needed this to supplement his 
income, which that y ear was 
over $88,000. 
However, the public does not 
believe senators are honest, 
partly because the good sena­ 
tors have shunned any fixing 
of ethical standards for their

THE CLUB CODE PREVAILS 
As the Senate Ethics hearings 
open today there is further evi­ 
dence that the club code pre­ 
vails. Unusual steps have been 
taken to protect the one sena­

fire. He has 
been given the right to cross- 
examine witnesses, a privilege 
granted to no other person ever 
before investigated. He has been 
informed in advance regarding 
the details of the evidence 
against him, and given plenty 
of time to prepare answers.

Klein will be represented by 
a brother of an important sen­ 
ator, Attorney Ben J avits, and 
it is reported Ben J avits will 
have the right to attend the 
closed - door hearing and ask 
questions. 
HARRIED AND UNHAPPY? 
Makeup of the ethics com­ 
mittee which will sit in judg­ 
ment on its fellow senator is 
not particularly reassuring as 
far as the public is concerned. 
It is more reassuring to Sen. 
Dodd. Individually , members of 
the committee are fine men; 
but harassed, harried and un­ 
happy . its staff, however, is 
uncompromising 
in its 
dili­ 
gence. 
Chairman J ohn Stennis, D- 
Mlss., well known for his judi­ 
cial fairness on the bench be­ 
fore he came to the senate, 
has kept Sen. Dodd informed 
of what is happening inside the 
committee. 
Sen. Mike Monroney , D-Okla., 
was co-author oftheLaFdllette- 
Monroney bill streamlining con­ 
gress, and was elected to the 
senate by campaigning on the 
conflict of interest of the late 


lngs; “ The students who come

ATTENTION: SUKARNO 
Freedom writers, fresh from 
their great victory in the Do­ 
minican Republic, 
may turn 
their attention to achieving the 
final ousting of Achmed Suk­ 
arno, the one-time, pint-sized 
dictator of Indonesia. For many 
y ears Sukarno was considered 
by some as being second only 
to Khrushchev in the conspiracy 
to destroy freedom. Because he 
was given the status of “ neu­ 
tral," he was much more harm­ 
ful than Tito, Gomulko or any ­ 
one in the Soviet bloc. 
The formerly impotent CIA, 
now under the direction of Wil­ 
liam F. Raborn, succeeded in 
getting Sukarno shorn of much 
of his power when he attempted 
to expand his rule to embrace 
Malay sia. Sukarno belligerently 
opposed the formation of the 
federation of Malay sia, and 
sought dictatorial control over 
North Borneo, Sarawak, Malay 
and Singapore, as well as Indo­ 
nesia. This would have made a 
neat package to hand over to the 
communist conspirators. When 
his move was blocked, Raborn 
and the CIA came under heavy 
fire from those who suffer dis­ 
tress when communism begins 
losing. 
The people of Indonesia have 
never approved of Sukarno. He 
pretended to oppose 
commu­ 
nism but thousands of his com­ 
munist followers were slain at 
the time of his demotion. Suk­ 
arno received U. S. foreign aid 
and military support from the 
U.S. and the Soviets.

Newly 
Trained Communist 
Youth 
Cadres Wait 
Behind 
Scenes Of Party Convention For 
Signal To Infiltrate Labor 
NEW YORK — Staked out be­ 
hind the inner portals of the 
Communist Party ’s convention 
is a truly secret band of twelve 
y oung men and women. 
They are the old timers' chal­ 
lenge to the competitors for the 
new y outh. They are the newly 
trained avant guarde. 
They are the Party ’s hope for 
the future — as the aging, old- 
line, Moscow-bent chiefs move 
their political organization par­ 
tially into the open. 
The secret Twelve will take up 
assigned posts in the south, 
in some northern, highly stra­ 
tegic unions and in key plant 
departments, 
where they can 
become rank-and-file leaders 
-- especially in “ steel, auto, 
railroads and longshoring." 
They are but the first of cad­ 
res to come -- but they are the 
pioneers of the Party ’s efforts 
to capture the new left as the 
y outh of today replace the old 
timers in shop and mill and 
transport and school and m inor- 
lty leadership. 
Their hegira to New York and 
the massed contacts at the 18th 
Communist national convention 
was not an easy one. 
It began very early last J an­ 
uary 
as carefully 
selected 
y ouths left their homes in Bos­ 
ton, 
New York, 
Chicago, 
Detroit, San Francisco, Los 
Angeles and Portland, Ore. 
Their destination was the “ Ut- 
le 
red 
schoolhouse" 
in 
Toronto’s miserable East End. 
It is on the second floor of the 
Macedonian Bulgarian Hall. 
There 
they 
met 
seven 
selectees of the Canadian party . 
The security was as strict 
as the phy sical and intellectual 
regimen. 
They were ordered not to use 
any telephones. They were told 
to limit their correspondence 
to the minimum needed to keep 
their families from raising an 
alarm over their disappearance 
from home grounds. 
They were Instructed to warn 
those who wrote to them to send 
letters in a double envelope. 
The outer cover was to be 
mailed to a special central ad­ 
dress. The inner envelope was 
to contain only the trainee’s 
first name. The second envelope 
then was delivered directly to 
the undercover school. 
But on February 15 — some six 
weeks after classes in infiltra­ 
tion had started on J anuary 4— 
the Canadian counter-intelli­ 
gence police walked in. Teach­ 
ing at the moment was Hy man 
Lumer, director of the U. S. 
Communist party 's educational 
apparatus. 
Lumer and his students left 
in a hurry . By train and bus 
they slipped out of Canada and 
reported to national Communist 
Party headquarters here at 23 
W. 26th St. 
Some of us kept on their trail, 
though at times it took some of 
the Ingenuity of some chaps 
from U. N. C. L. E. 


The y oung Communist leaders 
of the future were housed in 
the home of trusted party mem- 
bers/Classes were temporarily 
resumed at Academy Hall, 853 
Broadway . 
Then a training hall for the 
y oung revolutionists was set iq> 
in more comfortable quarters at 
Ukrainian Hall, 85 East 4th St. 
For another six weeks, party 
leaders 
— 
talking to what 
seemed to be merely a band of 
y oung men and women inter­ 
ested in the esoteris of politics 
— continued the intense train­ 
ing sessions. 
For the record, 
such aging 
revolutionists 
as Gus Hall, 
Betty Gannett, J ames J ackson, 
Claude Lightfoot (now forgiven 
for being a slum lord himself), 
Dan Rubin, and Will Welnstone 
tutored the twelve in how to 
take over 
every thing from a 
union and a y outh movement to 
a civil rights campaign and a 
government itself. 
It all appeared to be moments 
out of Lenin’s day in Paris or 
Marx’ y ears in what is now Lon­ 
don’s Soho. 
But this time the beards were 
on the students. 
In April, the y oung people were 
given home leave. Then they re­ 
turned to New York for the con­ 
vention 
and assignment — 
either directly into the field or 
to special y outh schools this 
summer to train others. • 
There are only twelve now, 
but mock not this small number. 
Thus it began, too, in the early 
thirties with the Communists' 
Trade Union 
Unity 
League, 
whose graduates now lead some 
powerful unions in some mighty 
strategic defense, space and 
thermonuclear fields. 
Mark well, too, the fact that 
the Party is now surfacing. 
There have been six regional 
and state Communist Party con­ 
ventions since Decoration Day 
— all the way from Boston 
to Seattle via Cleveland and 
Milwaukee 
and Minneapolis. 
Communists have run proudly 
as Communists in recent polls. 
In the J une 7 California pri­ 
mary , in the contest for tax 
assessor 
for 
Los Angeles 
County , Mrs. Dorothy Healey , 
campaigning openly as a Com­ 
munist, polled the truly esti­ 
mable total of 86,149 votes. 
In New York another avowed 
Communist, Dr. Herbert Ap- 
theker is whipping up a cam­ 
paign for Congress in the 12th 
C. a 
Hundreds of y oung people are 
and have been in these cam­ 
paigns. Now the y oung cadres 
are being trained for the labor 
and production fields. 
Every where, they talk not of 
revolution, but of taxes and gar­ 
bage collection and better street 
lighting and faster transit. 
They are y oung. 
They are energetic. 
They are centrally and fan­ 
tastically well directed. 
They know where they want 
to go — which is not often true 
of those whose ranks they — 
and the waves of cadres which 
will follow — seek to infiltrate.

Ju st a y ear ago , cu t o ff fro m 
the water that has been the 
park's life blo o d fo r ages, birds, 
animals 
and 
reptiles 
were 
backed to the wall in a desper­ 
ate battle fo r ex istence. 
M arshes, 
dy ing u nder the 
blazing su n, were sco u rged by 
fire. The hammo cks, 
little 
"tre e islands" sheltering the 
deer, the bear and the* panther, 
were disappearing. 
To day , the lakes and po nds 
are filled and water stands 
again in the sawgrass. The 
park, which o nce teemed with 
wildlife, has begu n the lo ng 
climb back to no rmal. 
Three straight y ears o f belo w- 
no rmal 
rainfall, then three 
mo nths o f searing dro u ght, set 
u p the park's desperate situ a­ 
tio n. 
It reached its climax when 
water that o nce flo wed into the 
park fro m Lake Okeecho bee 
was trapped in the reserv o irs o f 
the Central and So u th Flo rida 
Flo o d Co ntro l D istrict. 
With the park o n the v erge o f 
wildlife ex tinctio n, the first re­ 
lief came with heav y rainfall 
du ring the fall and winter. Mo re 
rain in the spring, part fro m 
Hu rricane Alma, helped still 
mo re. 
The park's new lease o n life 
became firm in March when the 
flo o d co ntro l district began to 
release so me o f its sto red water 


into the area. 
"The park itself is in go o d 
shape," Assistant Park Su per­ 
intendent 
Carro ll 
Bu rro u ghs 
said to day . "TTie water lev el is 
the highest in y ears. 
"All the co nditio ns fo r the 
re-creatio n o f life are here. Bu t 
this will take time. The sm aller 
fishes and animals tend to co me 
back in o ne to two y ears. 
"We wo u ld ho pe, if we can 
maintain the ex cellent co ndi­ 
tio ns, that the larger animals 
will repo pu late the park in fo u r 
o r fiv e y ears.”

FULTON, Mo. (AP) — Since 
the 12th century, a Church ofSt. 
Mary Aldermanbury has stood 
at the junction of Lov e Lane and 
Aldermanbury Street in London, 
resting near the corner of the 
wall which had defended the 
city in Roman tim es. 
The church was rebuilt after 
the Great Fire of 16 6 6 anddam­ 
aged in the German incendiary 
bombing in World War II in 
1941. 
Last year the old church was 
torn down, piece by piece. Then 
it was shipped here to be rebuilt 
on the campus of Westminster 
College as a memorial to the 
late Sir Winston Churchill who, 
in 1946, appeared with P resi­ 
dent Harry S. Truman and made 
his 
famous "Iron Curtain" 
speech on March 5, 1946 in 
which he predicted the cold 
war between the West and the 
Sov iet Union. 
The church, which replaced 
an ev en earlier one built in 12th 
century, w'as designed by Sir 
Christopher Wren who designed 
many of Britain's greatest 17th 
century churches and buildings 
Churchill described the diffi 
cuit project as an "imaginativ e 
concept." In officially launching 
a fund driv e to bring the church 
here. President Johnson said, 
"it demonstrates in an unmis­ 
tak able way the deep affection, 
esteem and respect which the 
great 
man has in this coun­ 
try." 
College officials estimate that 
more than 18,000 persons con­ 
tributed 
$1,141,000 
for the 
project. The goal is $1V 
2 mil­ 
lion. 
Permission 
to 
mov e 
the 
church to the campus of this 
Presbyterian college for men 
was 
granted 
by 
Anglican 
Church authorities, who decided 
there were more than enough 
churches 
111 the square — mile 
area of London now dev oted 
largely to bank ingandbusiness. 
Most of the residents of this 
central Missouri city of 13,000 
are watching the reconstruction 
w ith a great deal of pride. 
Many interruptions and de­ 
lays hav e occurred since the 
first shipment of stones from 
the church arriv ed at Norfolk , 
Va., Feb. 25. The first of six 
shipments consisted of 120tons 
of indiv idually numbered white 
Portland stones. Each stone was 
numbered to simplify recon- 
struction. 
The first shipment reached 
Fulton March 17. Actual form a­ 
tion of the giant jig-saw puzzle 
began in mid-April with the a r ­ 
riv al of the final shipment, com­ 
pleting the deliv ery of 820 tons 
of stones, 
The bell tow er is up and the 
scaffolding was remov ed this 
week . Work now has begun on 
the walls. The first of the 12 col- 
umns was completed only re ­ 
cently because of prolonged w et 
weather. 
Dav id Stinson, v ice president 
of the collegeand coordinator of 
the project, said the wralls and 
other foundation work should be 
finished by September with the

Another two years have rolled 
around, and again it is the privi­ 
lege of the voters to select a 
person to represent them in the 
House of Representatives of the 
Congress of the United States.

FOURTEENTH AMENDMENT CENTENNIAL 
The Fourteenth Amendment to the federal 
Constitution was submitted to the states for 
ratification just 100 years ago, on June 16, 
1886. 
ALTHOUGH HISTORY never repeats itself 
event for event, it often serves up some haunting 
parallels. The 
Fourteenth Amendment to the 
federal Constitution and attendant civil rights 
legislation furnish a current f 
<=>e in point. 
Approval of the Fourteenth Arne, ment was 
an example of congressional hindsight. The 
Civil Rights Act of (April 9) 1866 had been 
passed over the veto of President Andrew 
Johnson, who contended the law was uncon­ 
stitutional. To meet this objection, Congress 
undertook to amend the Constitution. 
The heart of the Fourteenth Amendment, which 
was submitted to the states on June 16, 1866, 
i s the second sentence of Section I: “ No state 
shall make or enforce any law which shall 
abridge the privileges and immunities of citizens 
of the United States, nor shall any state deprive 
any person of life, liberty, or property without 
due process of law, nor deny to any person 
within its jurisdiction the equal protection of 
the laws.” 
Legislation based on the Fourteenth Amendment 
came soon after its ratification by the states. 
An enforcement act was passed on May 31, 1870; 
another on Feb. 28, 1871; and still another, 
the so-called Ku Klux Act, on April 20, 1871. 
Finally, after five years of bitter debate in 
Congress, a more stringent Civil Rights Act 
was adopted on March 1, 1875. 
ALL OF THIS was to no avail. In a landmark 
decision handed down in 1883, the Supreme Court 
declared the 1875 civil rights law' unconstitu­ 
tional. “ Individual invasion of individual rights 
is not the subject m atter” of the Fourteenth 
Amendment, the Courts ruled. The amendment 
thus became a dead letter as far as protection 
of Negro rights was concerned. 
There matters stood until the 1954 r upreme 
Court decision outlawing racially segregated 
public schools. Negro civil rights activity im­ 
mediately mounted on every front, sometimes 
meeting 
with violent opposition. Congress re­ 
sponded by passing civil*vights laws in 1957, 
1960, and 1964 and the Voting Rights Act last 
year. 
Now, with yet another civil rights bill awaiting 
floor action in Congress, the century-old prom­ 
ise of the Fourteenth Amendment is close to 
fulfillment. A second Reconstruction has been 
erected on the foundations of the first. 
THIS IS NOT TO SAY that the Fourteenth 
Amendment has outlived its usefulness. On the 
contrary, the vague but sweeping “ due process” 
and “equal protection” clauses have supplied 
the r^ionale for countless Supreme Court de- 
4sior 
in behalf of individual liberties. 
The due process clause, 
in particular, has 
served as the vehicle for what Justice Benjamin 
N. Cardozo called a “ p r c '^ s of absorption.” 
This process has had the effect of applying 
provisions of the original Bill of Right<§> to state 
as w'eli as federal action. 
Since absorption tends to strengthen federal 
power and weaken that of the states, it has 
remained a most controversial concept within

SALESMEN OF POWER 
Electric companies are nat­ 
ural monopolies and, because of 
that, are publicly regulated. 
So consumers may naturally be­ 
lieve that there is no great 
incentive for them to aggres­ 
sively sell their product, inas­ 
much as they have what amounts 
to a captive market. 
But that is not the case, as 
a revealing article in Forbes 
magazine makes clear. In its 
words, “ Last year utility men 
were being forced to pay at­ 
tention to the demand side of 
their 
corporate equation, as 
well as to the supply side.” 
The reason for this is the vast 
increases of more than a tril­ 
lion 
kilowatt-hours 
of elec­ 
tricity. In order to dispose of 
all that power, it has had to 
concentrate on selling. 
It has done this in two ways. 
It has encouraged greater use 
by promoting 
such compara­ 
tively 
recent innovations as 
electric heating. Then, when­ 
ever possible, it has cut its 
rates. Forbes quotes an exec­ 
utive of one leading utility as 
saying, “ When we cut rates, 
we grow.” All in all, during 
1964 alone, the industry’s rate 
reductions came to $100 mil­ 
lion. Since 1946, the cost of 
electricity has gone down 28 
per cent -- despite the fact 
that the cost of almost every­ 
thing 
else 
has risen sub­ 
stantially and in many cases 
drastically. 
Not every utility, of course, 
reduces its rates during the 
same period. Conditions vary 
from area to area. But, what­ 
ever the particular situation, 
the 
user of investor-owned 
utility service — whether in 
the home, in industry, or on 
the farm — gets the utmost 
value for his dollar.

GREAT SOCIETY’S 
NEW TWIST 
Live better — with rent from 
Uncle Sam! 
This seems to be the new twist 
that the Great Society has taken, 
according to the testimony last 
week of the federal 
govern­ 
ment’s 
housing 
officials in 
Washington. 
Unveiled was the new plan for 
the taxpayers to pay a part of 


the rent — a “ rent supplement” 
— for selected families. 
It 
sounds almost like a Robin 
Hood kind of story — with the 
federal administrator 
in the 
guise of the forest knight. 
The objective is to help “ de­ 
serving” families live in better 
houses. The catch injected into 
the plan is that this rent sub­ 
sidy would be payable only for 
those families whose incomes 
are too high to qualify them for 
public housing projects — a 
new subsidy for the great and 
massive 
“ middle 
income” 
class of Americans. There is 
;till another catch; the fam­ 
ily would have to live in hous­ 
ing built especially for this 
purpose and owned by a non­ 
profit or limited dMdent cor­ 
poration. 
In this vast country of ours 
there are about 12,000,000fam­ 
ilies with annual incomes below 
$4,000, according to the U. S. 
Census. There are over 18.000,- 
000 in the $4,000 to $8,000 
group — the middle 
income 
class to be eligible for a “ sup­ 
plement.” 
Joe Citizen’s tenants here in 
town would not be eligible be­ 
cause 
they 
already 
have a 
modest place to live. But they 
would be paying the taxes that 
contribute to the subsidy to 
house families with equal or 
more 
income 
in apartments 
built 
by somebody’s 
“ non­ 
profit foundation.” 
Sounds 
to 
us like a “con­ 
tractors’ paradise.” 
Better watch it.

Washington Merry - Go - Round 


WASHINGTON - For 
the 
first time since the late Sen. 
Joe McCarthy was censured 
12 years ago, the senate be­ 
gins closed - door hearings 
today (June 20) on the conduct 
of one of its members. 
The investigation begins in 
an atmosphere of public dis­ 
trust of all members of con­ 
gress, which is unfortunate and 
unwarranted but is due in part 
to the alibis spread by Sen. 
Tom Dodd, D-Conn., and his 
staff that what Dodd 
did was 
no different from what other 
senators are doing. They im­ 
pute to other senators 
the 
pocketing of campaign funds, 
making speeches for a foreign 
agent, 
and helping 
manufac­ 
turers 
get 
government con­ 
tracts in return for monetary 
reward. 
In our opinion, and we have 
covered the senate for many 
years, this is not true. With 
two or three possible excep­ 
tions, senators are honest. 
Their fault lies in the self­ 
protection code of the senate 
club: "Thou shalt not criticize 
a member of the club.” 
Scores of senators live on 
their government salaries. We 
have been in their homes, seen 
M rs. Gaylord Nelson, wife of 
the senator from Wisconsin, do 
her own cooking; have seen Mrs. 
George McGovern, wife of the 
senator from South Dakota, with 
her children wash the dishes. 
Sen. Paul Douglas of Illinois 
made a total of $4,458 last year 
in book royalties and lecture 
fees. This was his sole out­ 
side income. Douglas's bank 
account on May 5 was $2,912, 
his wife's $1,950. 
In contrast, Sen. Dodd de­ 
posited in his personal bank 
account $55,000 from a testi­ 
monial dinner in 1961 alone. 
And his aides explained that he 
needed this to supplement his 
income, which that year was 
over $88,000. 
However, the public does not 
believe senators are honest, 
partly because 
the good sena­ 
tors have shunned any fixing 
of ethical standards for their

THE CLUB CODE PREVAILS 
As the Senate Ethics hearings 
open today there is further evi­ 
dence that the club code pre­ 
vails.

mittee which will sit in judg­ 
ment on its fellow senator is 
not particularly reassuring as 
far as the public is concerned. 
It is more reassuring to Sen. 
Dodd. Individually, members of 
the committee are fine men; 
but harassed, harried and un­ 
happy. Its staff, however, is 
uncompromising 
in its 
dili­ 
gence. 
Chairman John Stennis, D- 
Miss., well known for his judi­ 
cial fairness on the bench be­ 
fore he came to the senate, 
has kept Sen. Dodd informed 
of what is happening inside the 
committee. 
Sen. Mike Monroney, D-Okla., 
was co-author oftheLaFollette- 
Monroney bill streamlining con­ 
gress, and was elected to the 
senate by campaigning on the 
conflict of interest of the late 


Sen. Elmer Thomas, who had 
speculated on the commodity

while 
making senate 
speeches aimed at influencing 
the price of commodities. 
In the senate, Monroney has 
been loath to investigate other 
senators. When appointed to 
the rules subcommittee charged 
with 
investigating Joe 
Mc­ 
Carthy, he abruptly withdrew. 
Today he seems nervous over 
the $40,000 which his late col­ 
league, Sen. Bob Kerr, sent to 
Oklahoma 
to finance 
Mon- 
roney's reelection campaign in 
1962. This money came via Bob­ 
by Baker and West Coast Sav­ 
ings and Loan executives 
in 
compensation for changing the 
Senate 
Finance 
Committee's 
proposed taxes on savings and 
loan institutions. 
Mike had nothing to do with 
the deal. But he's nervous. 
Eugene McCarthy, D-Minn., 
is a fine senator, but has gone 
on record publicly that the sen­ 
ate committee lacks power to 
check on Sen. Dodd's handling 
of political contributions. It's 
possible that McCarthy is ner­ 
vous over the testimonial din­ 
ner arranged for him by 
the 
Butler Bros, contractors in St. 
Paul. 


Sen. James Pearson, Kansas 
Republican, has said privately 
he is not in favor of sitting 
in judgment on his fellow sen­ 
ator, which caused something 
of a furor in Kansas and brought 
a hot letter from another Re­ 
publican, Rep. Robert Ellsworth 
of Kansas. 
Strongest members of

two Republicans, rugged Sen. 
John Sherman Cooper of Ken­ 
tucky and benign Sen. Wallace

ATTENTION: SUKARNO 
Freedom writers, fresh from 
their great victory in the Do­ 
minican 
Republic, 
may turn 
their attention to achieving the 
final ousting of Achmed Suk­ 
arno, the one-time, pint-sized 
dictator of Indonesia. For many 
years Sukarno was considered 
by some as being second only 
to Khrushchev in the conspiracy 
to destroy freedom. Because he 
was given the status of "neu­ 
tral,” he was much more harm­ 
ful than Tito, Gomulko or any­ 
one in the Soviet bloc. 
The formerly impotent CIA, 
now under the direction of Wil­ 
liam F. Raborn, succeeded in 
getting Sukarno shorn of much 
of his power when he attempted 
to expand his rule to embrace 
Malaysia. Sukarno belligerently 
opposed the formation of the 
federation of Malaysia, and 
sought dictatorial control over 
North Borneo, Sarawak, Malay 
and Singapore, as well as Indo­ 
nesia. This would have made a 
neat package to hand over to the 
communist conspirators. When 
his move was blocked, Raborn 
and the CIA came under heavy 
fire from those who suffer dis­ 
tress when communism begins 
losing. 
The people of Indonesia have 
never approved of Sukarno. He 
pretended to oppose 
commu­ 
nism but thousands of his com­ 
munist followers were slain at 
the time of his demotion. Suk­ 
arno received U. S. foreign aid 
and military support from the 
U.S. and the Soviets. 
Freedomlst writers may write 
their friends in the area from 
London to Indonesia, Australia 
and around the the globe to 
Hawaii. The final ousting of 
Sukarno may be as important 
as winning the war in Vietnam 
and is a fitting follow-through 
from the victories of Balaguer's 
election in Dominican Republic 
and communist losses in the last 
election in Italy.

Youth 
Cadres Wait 
Behind 
Scenes Of Party Convention For 
Signal To Infiltrate Labor 
NEW YORK — Staked out be­ 
hind the inner portals of the 
Communist Party’s convention 
is a truly secret band of twelve 
young men and women. 
They are the old tim ers’ chal­ 
lenge to the competitors for the 
new youth. They are the newly 
trained avant guarde. 
They are the Party’s hope for 
the future — as the aging, old- 
line, Moscow-bent chiefs move 
their political organization par­ 
tially into the open. 
The secret Twelve will take up 
assigned posts in the south, 
in some northern, highly stra­ 
tegic unions and in key plant 
departments, 
where they can 
become rank-and-file leaders 
-- especially in “ steel, auto, 
railroads and longshoring.” 
They are but the first of cad­ 
res to come -- but they are the 
pioneers of the Party's efforts 
to capture the new left as the 
youth of today replace the old 
tim ers in shop and mill and 
transport and school and minor­ 
ity leadership. 
Their hegira to New York and 
the massed contacts at the 18th 
Communist national convention 
was not an easy one. 
It began very early last Jan­ 
uary 
as carefully 
selected 
youths left their homes in Bos­ 
ton, 
New York, 
Chicago, 
Detroit, San Francisco, Los 
Angeles and Portland, Ore. 
Their destination was the "lit- 
le 
red 
schoolhouse” 
in 
Toronto’s miserable East End. 
It is on the second floor of the 
Macedonian Bulgarian Hall. 
There 
they 
met 
seven 
selectees of the Canadian party. 
The security was as strict 
as the physical and intellectual 
regimen. 
They were ordered not to use 
any telephones. They were told 
to limit their correspondence 
to the minimum needed to keep 
their families from raising an 
alarm over their disappearance 
from home grounds. 
They were instructed to warn 
those who wrote to them to send 
letters in a double envelope. 
The 
outer cover 
was to be 
mailed to a special central ad­ 
dress. The inner envelope was 
to contain only the trainee’s 
first name. The second envelope 
then was delivered directly to 
the undercover school. 
But on February 15 — some six 
weeks after classes in infiltra­ 
tion had started on January 4 — 
the Canadian counter-intelli­ 
gence police walked In. Teach­ 
ing at the moment was Hyman 
Lumer, director of the U. S. 
Communist Party’s educational 
apparatus. 
Lumer and his students left 
in a hurry. By train and bus 
they slipped out of Canada and 
reported to national Communist 
Party headquarters here at 23 
W. 26th St. 
Some of us kept on their trail, 
though at times it took some of 
the ingenuity of some chaps 
from U. N. C. L. E. 


The young Communist leaders 
of the future were housed in 
the home of trusted party mem­ 
bers^ classes were temporarily 
resumed at Academy Hall, 853 
Broadway. 
Then a training hall for the 
young revolutionists was set up 
in more comfortable quarters at 
Ukrainian Hall, 85 East 4th St. 
For another six weeks, party 
leaders 
— 
talking to what 
seemed to be merely a band of 
young 
men and women inter­ 
ested in the esoteris of politics 
— continued the intense train­ 
ing sessions. 
For 
the record, 
such aging 
revolutionists 
as Gus Hall, 
Betty Gannett, James Jackson, 
Claude Lightfoot (now forgiven 
for being a slum lord himself), 
Dan Rubin, and Will Weinstone 
tutored the twelve in how to 
take over 
everything from a 
union and a youth movement to 
a civil rights campaign and a 
government itself. 
It all appeared to be moments 
out of Lenin’s day in Paris or 
Marx’ years in what is now Lon­ 
don’s Soho. 
But this time the beards were 
on the students. 
In April, the young people were 
given home leave. Then they re­ 
turned to New York for the con­ 
vention 
and assignment — 
either directly into the field or 
to special youth schools this 
summer to train others. • 
There are only twelve now, 
but mock not this small number. 
Thus it began, too, in the early 
thirties with the Communists' 
Trade Union 
Unity 
League, 
whose graduates now lead some 
powerful unions in some mighty 
strategic defense, space and 
thermonuclear fields. 
Mark well, too, the fact that 
the Party is now surfacing. 
There have been six regional 
and state Com munist Party con­ 
ventions since Decoration Day 
— all the way from Boston 
to Seattle via Cleveland and 
Milwaukee 
and Minneapolis. 
Communists have run proudly 
as Communists in recent polls. 
In the June 7 California pri­ 
mary, in the contest for tax 
assessor 
for 
Los Angeles 
County, Mrs. Dorothy Healey, 
campaigning openly as a Com­ 
munist, 
polled the truly esti­ 
mable total of 86,149 votes. 
In New York another avowed 
Communist, Dr. Herbert Ap- 
theker is whipping up a cam­ 
paign for Congress in the 12th 
C. D. 
Hundreds of young people are 
and have been in these cam­ 
paigns. 
Now the young cadres 
are being trained for the labor 
and production fields. 
Everywhere, they talk not of 
revolution, but of taxes and gar­ 
bage collection and better street 
lighting and faster transit. 
They are young. 
They are energetic. 
They are centrally and fan­ 
tastically well directed. 
They know where they want 
to go — which Is not often true 
of those whose ranks they — 
and the waves of cadres which 
will follow — seek to infiltrate.

FOURTEENTH AMENDMENT CENTENNIAL 
The Fourteenth Amendment to the federal 
: Constitution was submitted to the states for 
: ratification Just IOO years ago, on June 16, 
: 1886. 
ALTHOUGH 
HISTORY never repeats itself 
event for event, it often serves up some haunting 
p arallels. The 
Fourteenth Amendment to the 
federal Constitution and attendant civil rights 
s legislation furnish a current 
• «*e in point. 
Approval of the Fourteenth A m t. -nent was 
: an example of congressional hindsight. The 
: Civil Rights Act of (April 9) 1866 had been 
i passed over the veto of President Andrew 
] Johnson, who contended the law was uncon­ 
stitutional. To meet this objection, Congress 
undertook to amend the Constitution. 
The heart of the Fourteenth Amendment, which 
was submitted to the states on June 16, 1866, 
i s the second sentence of Section I: “ No state 
shall make or enforce any law which shall 
abridge the privileges and im m unities cf citizens 
of the United States, nor shall any state deprive 
any person of life, liberty, or property without 
due process of law, nor deny to any person 
within its jurisdiction the equal protection of 
the law s.” 
Legislation b a s e d on the Fourteenth Amendment 
came soon after its ratification by the states. 
An enforcem ent act was passed on May 31,1870; 
another on Feb. 28, 1871; and still another, 
the so-called Ku Klux Act, on April 20, 1871. 
Finally, after five years of bitter debate in 
C ongress, a more stringent Civil Rights Act 
was adopted on March I, 1875. 
ALL OF THIS was to no avail. In a landmark 
decision handed down in 1883, the Supreme Court 
declared the 1875 civil rights law unconstitu­ 
tional. “ Individual invasion of individual rights 
is not the subject m atter” of the Fourteenth 
Amendment, the Courts ruled. The amendment 
thus became a dead letter as far as protection 
of Negro rights was concerned. 
There m atters stood until the 1954 'uprem e 
Court decision outlawing racially segregated 
public schools. Negro civil rights activity im ­ 
mediately mounted on every front, som etim es 
meeting 
with violent opposition. C ongress re ­ 
sponded by passing civil*vights laws in 1957, 
1960, and 1964 and the Voting Rights Act last 
year. 
Now, with yet another civil rights bill awaiting 
floor action in Congress, the century-old prom ­ 
ise of the Fourteenth Amendment is c\pse to 
fulfillm ent. A second Reconstruction has been 
erected on the foundations of the first. 
THIS IS NOT TO SAY that the Fourteenth 
Amendment has outlived its usefulness. On the 
contrary, the vague but sweeping “ due process” 
and “ equal protection” clauses have supplied 
the r°*ionale for countless Supreme Court de­ 
btor. 
in behalf of individual liberties. 
The due process clause, 
in particular, has 
served as the vehicle for what Justice Benjamin 
N. Cardozo called a “ p rc “—s of absorption.” 
This process has had the effect of applying 
provisions of the original Bill of Highth to state 
as well as federal action. 
Since absorption tends to strengthen federal 
power and weaken that of the states, it has 
rem ained a most controversial concept within 
and outside the Supreme CV..

The reason for this Is the vast 
Increases of more than a tril­ 
lion 
kilowatt-hours of elec­ 
tricity. In order to dispose of 
all that power, it has had to 
concentrate on selling. 
It has done this in two ways. 
It has encouraged greater use 
by promoting such compara­ 
tively 
recent Innovations aa 
electric heating. Then, when­ 
ever possible, It has cut Its 
rates. Forbes quotes an exec­ 
utive of one leading utility as 
saying, "When we cut rates, 
we grow." AU In all, during 
1964 alone, the Industry's rate 
reductions came to $100 mil­ 
lion. Since 1946, the cost of 
electricity has gone down 28 
per cent — despite the fact 
that the cost of almost every­ 
thing 
else 
has risen sub­ 
stantially and In many cases 
drastically. 
Not every utility, of course, 
reduces its rates during the 
same period. Conditions vary 
from area to area. But, what­ 
ever the particular situation, 
the 
user of investor - owned 
utility service — whether In 
the home, In Industry, or on 
the farm — gets the utmost 
value for his dollar.

The investigation begins In 
an atmosphere of public dis­ 
trust of all members of con­ 
gress, which Is unfortunate and 
unwarranted but is due In tart 
to the alibis spread by Sen. 
Tom Dodd, D-Conn., and his 
staff that what Dodd did was 
no different from what other 
senators are doing. They im­ 
pute to other senators 
the 
pocketing of campaign funds, 
making speeches for a foreign 
agent, 
and helping 
manufac­ 
turers 
get 
government con­ 
tracts in return for monetary 
reward. 
In our opinion, and we have 
covered the senate for many 
years, this is not true. With 
two or three possible excep­ 
tions, senators are honest. 
Their fault lies in the self- 
protection code of the senate 
dub: "Thou shalt not criticize 
a member of the dub.” 
Scores of senators live on 
their government salaries. We 
have been in their homes, seen 
Mrs. Gaylord Nelson, wife of 
the senator from Wisconsin, do 
her own cooking; have seen Mrs. 
George McGovern, wife of the 
senator from South Dakota, with 
her children wash the dishes. 
Sen. Paul Douglas of Illinois 
made a total of $4,458 last year 
In book royalties and lecture 
fees. This was his sole out. 
side Income. Douglas's bank 
account on May 5 was $2,912. 
his wife’s $1,950. 
In contrast, Sen. Dodd de­ 
posited in his personal bank 
account $55,000 from a testi­ 
monial dinner in 1961 alone. 
And his aides explained that he 
needed this to supplement his 
Income, which that year was 
over $88,000. 
However, the public does not 
believe senators are honest, 
partly because the good bena, 
tors have shunned any fixing 
of ethical standards for their 


body, have lived by the cdkle: 
"Protect one; smear all.” 
THE CLUB CODE PREVAILS 
As the Senate Ethics hearings 
open today there is further evi­ 
dence that the club code pre­ 
vails. Unusual steps have been 
taken to protect the one sena­ 
tor now under 
fire. He has 
been given the right to cross­ 
examine witnesses, a privilege 
granted to no other person ever 
before investigated. He has been 
informed in advance regarding

Klein will be represented by 
a brother of an important sen­ 
ator, Attorney Ben Javits, and 
It is reported Ben Javits will 
have the right to attend the 
closed - door hearing and ask 
questions.

As a whole, amateur investors 
who have clubbed together to 
learn how to be professional 
stock traders have taken their 
knocks along with the rest this 
year.

One poll of investment clubs 
shows that the average loss in 
market value of their holdings 
from January I to June I was 2 
per cent. The Dow*Jones aver* 
age of 30 industrial stocks was 
8.8 per cent lower June I thanat 
the end of 1965. From its peak 
February 9 to itslow May 17 the 
Dow’s decline was 13.1 percent. 


Just as with individual stock 
trad ers, the showing of Invest* 
ment clubs this year has varied 
widely. Some of the clubs report 
a drop of 15 per cent or more. 
But one club in the St. Louis 
area boasts of a 20per cent gain 
in value of Its holdings so for 
this year. 
A few Investment clubs have 
folded, discouraged by declining 
prices of their storks. But in

CHU LA I, South Viet Nam 
(A P) — On the afternoon of 
June 13, I got word my platoon 
was to go on patrol at 6:30a.m. 
We were to go on Hill 488 with 
the mission to observe the area 
to the north and west of that 
hill, 25 miles northwest of Chu 
Lai. 
About 5:30 p.m. Wednesday, 
we monitored a radio message 
from a Special Forces patrol to 
its base camp notifying the 
headquailers that it had spotted 
a Viet Cong battalion. The Spe­ 
cial Forces patrol was about 2,- 
000 meters southwest of my po­ 
sition. They spotted the battal­ 
ion about 1,500 meters from my 
position. The Viet Cong battal­ 
ion was between the two of us. 
As soon as I received word of 
the enemy activity, I immedi­ 
ately made arrangements for a 
defensive position in case we 
were probed or attacked. 
We received our first probe 
around 9:15 or 9:30. We gottwo 
more simultaneously, so we im­ 
mediately withdrew to our final 
defensive position on the m ili­ 
tary crest of the hill. This is just 
off the highest point of the hill.

backed to the wall in a desper­ 
ate battle for existence. 
Marshes, 
dying 
under the 
blazing sun, were scourged by 
fire.

Today, the lakes and ponds 
are filled and water stands 
again in the sawgrass. 
The 
park, which once teemed with 
wildlife, has begun the long 
climb back to normal.

up the park's desperate situa­ 
tion. 
It reached its climax when 
water that once flowed into the 
park from Lake Okeechobee 
was trapped in the reservoirs of 
the Central and South Florida 
Flood Control District. 
With the park on the verge of 
wildlife extinction, the first re­ 
lief came with heavy rainfall 
during the fall and winter. More 
rain in the spring, part from 
Hurricane Alma, helped still 
more. 
The park's new lease on life 
became firm in March when the 
flood control district began to 
release some of its stored water 


into the area. 
“ The park itself is in good 
shape," Assistant Park Super­ 
intendent 
Carroll 
Burroughs 
said today. “ The water level is 
the highest ip years. 
“ All the conditions for the 
re-creation of life are here. But 
this will take time. The smaller 
fishes and animals tend to come 
back in one to two years. 
“ We would hope, if we can 
maintain the excellent condi­ 
tions, that the larger animals 
will repopulate the park in four 
or five years."
